Travelers’ Trouble* 
Naturally the objective of most 
visitors—the devastated area of Ger 
many—is unattainable at present by 
th# average traveler. There is neith­ 
er food nor anther to spare, though 
the conquered territories presuma­ 
bly will be opened up in due course. 
One of

worst bottlenecks 
which the traveler encounters is 
transportation. The shortage is so 
great that vou may waste days and 
even week^ waiting for a booking by 
train or air. Then, in some cases you 
also run up against the holdup game 
wr.lch involves the giving of a big 
gratuity to a conductor for sleeping 
ss;commodation® on a train. Mrs. 
Mack and I ran up against this on 
one trip w here we had to pay a Up 
of close to forty per cent of our 
fares, the alternative being to delay 
our journey a fortnight. 
Then. Uiere are other difficulties 
due to the bad condition of Ute rail­ 
roads. You expect delays on every 
train and count yourself lucky if 
they are short. 
You must expect to be cold in even 
the best hotels and it s a welcome 
surprise if ti.ere is sufficient heat. 
Hot water for baths also is rationed 
in many places. Elevators will take 
y;u up. but you walk down to save 
electricity. By the same token elec­ 
tric lighting la cut to a minimum. 
However, apart from the unheated 
homes, these deficiencies are mainly 
inconveniences.

FINISHERS 
This world is full of Starters, but 
how rare are the Finishers! In a 
hone race there is but one gets the 
united applause of the crowd. Many 
of the good Starters don't even 
"show". I recently came across this 
line: 
"And as he spake, his wings would 
now and then Spread, as he meant 
to fly, then close again—’’ 
Many a man figuratively flaps his 
wings, struts, makes a lot of false 
moves and noise, 
then goes 
no 
farther. He has the idea, but not the 
will. or character, to go ahead and 
finish his flight. On the other hand 
there are those who make the start 
and fall. Then they start again— 
and again. Then they perhaps get 
their “second wind" and high they 
soar—beyond their own, and the 
expectations of others. 
Our potentialities are hidden. The 
Creator endowed us with them, but 
we have to dig, dive, or bomb, our 
way to him. We never know what 
we are going to find within our hid­ 
den selves. We often discover our­ 
selves unexpectedly. Heroic Joy is 
that Joy that comes to us unaware, 
after strife, sorrow, or suffering. 
The old masters in art took time. 
They were in no hurry to finish. And 
the great classic writers were not 
concerned with “book club" offers, 
and huge 
printing 
orders. 
The 
money box had no thrill for them. 
They wrote that theiir expression 
might live. The honored memory 
of many now lives by a single book— 
a lifetime of toil. Few wanted W hit­ 
man's “Leaves of Grass.” It took 
years before America and the world 
a w o k e to the rare beauty in 
Thoreau’s “A Week on the Con 
cord and Merrimac Rivers.” Only 
200 copies were sold in the first 
few years. .Today a single copy is 
the pride of a book lover, that Is, 
that first edition, published at his 
own expiate in 1814. It even took 
its author years to pay off that 
printing debt! 
But that did not deter Thoreau. 
He went on about his work, study­ 
ing nature and all its wonderful 
revelations, and wrote many other 
books that today are the treasures 
of literature. He was a rare Fin­ 
isher. The work of the Finishers 
lives on!

Growing Brussels Sprouts 
Brussels sprouts are a hardy vege­ 
table belonging to the cabbage or 
mustard family of plants, They are 
not injured by light frosts, there­ 
fore they should be started under J
